ing or in Contemplation." he as­ 
serted.

it plain that the nav y does not 
contem plate starting any 50,000 or 
5 2,000 ton ships this y ear. 
6 2,000-Ton Snips U nsatisfactory 
Remarking that there had been 
"much talk" of the adv antages of 
"6 2,000-ton 
battleships," 
Stark 
said that in his opinion they would 
be "either too big or not big 
enough." 
He did not ex plain his remark. 
Most nax *al officers who hav e 
been study ing the question close­ 
ly , he said, "leaned v ery much to­ 
ward continuing 
our 
own 
pro­ 
gram" and were not in fav or of 
"rushing into something that looks 
v ery attractiv e on paper."

nied licenses to practice in Illinois 
because the German government 
refused to provide proper profes­ 
sional credentials. 
As a result. Assistant Director 
C. P. Bliss said, many experienced 
doctors aic "starting 
from 
the 
bottom " as hospital internes 
to 
fulfill state requirements. 
In one Chicago hospital he said, 
a German specialist is "studying" 
to be a doctor at. the same institu­ 
tion in which some of his former 
students sit on the board of di­ 
rectors. 
Bliss said the refugees had w rit­ 
ten in vain for professional cre­ 
dentials proving the it medical ed­ 
ucation and experience. 
The nazi 
government, he said, simply does 
not answer the letters. 
may know 
tha t some 
of 
these refuge doctors are what they 
claim to be." 
Bliss 
said, "but 
there is nothing we can do. They 
must, meet the same requirem ents 
for a state license lhat our Illinois 
doctors must meet." 
Refugees m ust 
take out 
first 
citizenship papers before a license 
is issued, departm ent officials said.
